Edward H. Clayton, 38 years a mis- 
sionary in China for the American 
Baptist Foreign Mission Society, has 
been in this country since he return 
ed on the repatriation ship, Grips- 
holm in August 1942. The author of 
"Heaven Below", a story of China 
that goes "deep into the life-stream 
of the country," Dr. Clayton holds 
decrees from Colgate and Columbia 
Universities, and in 1939, although a 
layman, was awarded the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Divinity by Col- 
gate University. 

Relief Director in China 

Dr. Clayton is also noted for his 
relief work in China, during the Ja- 
panese occupation. His experience 
makes one of the most exciting sto- 
ries to come out of the war in the 
East. 

His kindly wit and sympathetic 
realism have made l.im popular as a 
speaker. His message is so close to 
world conditions that it rings with 
a challenge based upon fundamental 
Christian principles.

Juvenile Delinquency Discussed by 
Judge Frankland W. L. Miles 



"To be sure, the juvenile delinquen- 
cy problem has increased during the 
war. It increased in 1918, and al- 
ways shows an increase during any- 
time of unrest", so said Judge Frank- 
land W. L. Miles of the Roxbury Dis- 
trict Court at the meeting of the 
Winchester Women's Republican Club 
on Wednesday. 

Those who missed his talk missed 
an afternoon of intense interest. In 
presenting his problem, Judge Miles 
traced cases of those boys who had 
found themselves through encourage- 
ment. He told about Kirsh, the ne- 
gro boy, who, on his recent return 
from the war showed many service 
ribbons including good conduct and 
a presidential citation for bravery in 
rescuing the life of his white captain 
after a crash. Then there was Nate, 
the Jewish boy, with the hair-lip, 
who, as time passed, has adjusted 
himself to society and returned from 
the war area, equally brave. He told 
about the Big Brother Club of the 
Jewish people in Roxbury who take 
over immediately, help to adjust those 
Jewish boys who have strayed. And 
finally, he emphasized the importance 
of the simple home life with watch- 
ful guidance of youth. 

Previous to his speaking, Mrs. 
Phillip Woodward of the education 
committee gave a very clear summary 
of the problem and need of the reor- 
ganization of Congress. Those so de- 
siring to do so, were urged to write 
their Senators or Congresswoman ap- 
proving of the $10,000 appropriation 
to the already appointed committee 
for a further six months research and 
study of this problem.

The School Committee held a con- 
ference with Dr. William A. Brownell 
of Duke University, N. C, last Sat- 
urday afternoon. 

Arrangements have been made by 
the Committee for Dr. Brownell to 
come to Winchester the latter pan of 
January as a consultant. He will 
work with the teachers as a whole, 
and with a special committee ap- 
pointed by the school administration 
to develop and encourage experimen- 
tal teaching in arithmetic.

The Committee must 
take up the school budget first, and 
is now working on a new teachers' 
salary schedule. A sub-committee 
of the School Committee has met 
with the Teachers' Club to discuss 
salaries and its findings have been 
presented to the entire Committee 
for consideration. 

The School Committee is recom- 
mending turning over the Highland 
School, now closed and out of use, to 
the Selectmen; and is asking the town 
to purchase two lots of land adjoin- 
ing the Mystic School, to provide in- 
creased playground space and land 
for an addition to the school when 
it is needed. 

The Committee has voted to abol- 
ish the position of teaching principal 
in all five elementary schools, and 
to create three supervising princi- 
pals, one for the Wyman School, one 
for the combined Mystic and Lincoln 
Schools and one for the combined 
George Washington and Noonan 
Schools. This change will eliminate 
the need for building assistants. 

Mrs. A. Allen Kimball, chairman of 
the School Committee, spoke last Fri- 
day at a meeting of the Winchester 
League of Women Voters, explaining 
what the committee has done to date 
as a direct result of the survey rec- 
ommendations.

HERBERT LINCOLN COX 



Herbert Lincoln Cox of High 
street extension, widely known in 
Winchester as a former Selectman and 
proprietor of Windemere Farm, pass- 
ed on Saturday, Jan. 0. 

Mr. Cox was the son of Arthur C, 
and Sarah M. (Locke) Cox. A na- 
tive of Winchester, he was in direct 
lineal descent from Jonathan Locke, 
occupying the homestead farm which 
has been held by Locke descendants 
for nearly :!00 years. 

Mr. Cox received his education in 
the Winchester schools, ^''tuiuating 
from Winchester High School in 
1883. For a year he studied engin- 
eering and designing at Mass. Insti- 
tute of Technology, after which he 
was in business until 1887. At that 
time he returned to the Locke Farm, 
known as Windemere Farm, where he 
successfully carried on the business 
of a market gardener, being well 
known to the trade. 

Mr. Cox served the town as Se- 
lectman in the years 1&U6 and 1910, 
and was held in esteem by a wide cir- 
cle of friends in Winchester. He was 
widely known in Arlington where he 
was one of the founders and directors 
of the Arlington National Bank, serv- 
ing as director for 22 years until his 
death. 

On June 2. 1903, Mr. Locke mar- 
ried Dorris Farnham Parmelee of 
Portland, Me., who survives him. 

Funeral services were held Tues- 
day afternoon at the Kelley and 
Hawes Chapel with Mr. William Clay- 
ton, reader of the First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, m Woburn, officiat- 
ing.

and the Chief makes the further ob- 
servation that apparently a large 
number of dogs are either abandoned 
in town by owners leaving Winches- 
ter, or are brought here and left by 
persons from other towns or cities. 

During 1944, 284 arrests were made 
by the Police. 254 being males and 
:i0 females. Of those arrested 19 
were juveniles. Law violations most 
numerous were those of motor vehi- 
cle laws.

Elsewhere in this issue is a news 
item indicating that the School Com- 
mittee has so far as possible been 
carefully considering the findings and 
recommendations of the survey of the 
Winchester schools made by Dr. John 
(iuy Fowlkes of the University of 
Wisconsin. This will be good news 
to many in Winchester who have 
been wondering just what has been 
going on in the Committee with this 
loaded $10,000 baby which the mem- 
bers now figuratively have in their 
collective lap. Apparently a start is 
to be made with the survey's arith- 
metic findings and there are un- 
doubtedly many harassed parents 
who will believe whatever is done in 
this field can not help but improve 
the present system. Many others 
feel the same about the teaching of 
reading and other fundamentals, and 
doubtless steps will be taken to cope 
with these problems. There is how- 
ever the one big all-important ques- 
tion posed by the survey, that of ad- 
ministration, which must be answer- 
ed by the School Committee before 
much of any pi-ogress can be made 
with individual and leaser recommen- 
dations. That there is still plenty of 
interest in the survey findings is at- 
tested by the number of requests the 
Star has had for copies of Dr. Fowlkes 
summary which are at this office and 
available to the public without charge. 
There are too many parents of young 
children vitally concerned with our 
schools to permit the School Commit- 
tee to wait too long before grasping 
the bull by the horns.

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It was a year ago today that Win- 
chester had iti last fatal accident at 
the center railroad crossing. At that 
time two automobiles were struck by 
an express train. One driver was 
killed and the other miraculously es 
.•aped with minor injuries. Since that 
time w c do not know how many trains 
have passed over the crossing before 
the gates were lowered. Neither do 
we know how many close escapes have 
occurred there. But the crossing still 
exists as it has through the years. 
The only consolaton in this menace 
is that it is better proteced than it 
was a year ago. for the new illuminat- 
ed signal System undoubtedly gives 
as much protection as is mechanical- 
ly possible. The human element still 
remains. The removal of the crossing 
is the only absolutely safe method 
of guarding against a repetition of a 
fatal accident. We believe a commit- 
tee is working on it. Perhaps steps 
will be taken before long to eliminate 
it. At the present time it is the big- 
gest time consumer Winchester resi- 
dents have to contend with, and this 
factor in itself may hasten matte 
more than the hazard to life.

Har- 
bor. He has been overseas since the 
first of la-t August. A great little 
football player and all Middlesex 
League tackle, while at Winchester 
High, he continued his football suc- 
cess at Norwich University where he 
captained the varsity in his senior 
year. In one of the Norwich- Dart- 
mouth games in his senior year his 
couragrous play against the huge 
Green linemen prompted the entire 
Dartmouth cheering section to stand 
in his honor when he was helped off 
the field late in the contest, com- 
pletely played out.

Lt. Bullens entered the service in 
April 104:5 as a private. After ad- 
vancing to non-commissioned rank he 
was selected for Officer's Candidate 
S hool and was commissioned a 2nd 
lieutenant at Benning, Ga. in May 
P.i 14 and attached to the 334tfc In- 
fantry, 84th division. 

The division went overseas in Sep- 
tember and was made part of the 9th 
Army in Holland. 

The :54lth Regiment tool- part in 
the capture of Geilenkirchen, Germa- 
ny in November and for meritorious 
service in that and other engage- 
ments, Lt. Bullens was given com- 
mand of an Infantry Company. 

When the German break-through 
occurred, the 84th division was moved 
down into Belgium as part of the 
attack on the northern flank of the 
bulge. 

Lt. Bullens was given the assign- 
ment of re-taking a village that had 
been captured by the Germans the 
day previous. Early on Christmas 
morning he attacked at the head of 
his company and was successful in 
his assignment, He was just about 

to set up his command post in the vil- 
lage when a sniper opened up on him 
and he was shot twice through the 
left leg above the knee. After get- 
ting things organized he was assisted 
to a dressing station by some of his 
men. 

He was then sent to a hospital in 
Paris and later flown across the 
channel to England where he is at 
present. He has written his wife and 
parents that he is progressing satis- 
factorily. 

WORTH EN GETS MR MEDAL 

Second Lt. Thomas W'orthen, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph W. W'orthen of 
Wedgemere avenue, an Army pilot in 
the Troop Carrier Command, has been 
awarded the Air Medal as one of a

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HUGHES AWARDED LEGION OF 
MERIT 



Comdr. William C. Hughes, Jr., 
USN, whose wife, Mrs. Catherine 
TiOM Hughes, makes her home at 
J> Lewii road, has been awarded the 
Legion of Merit for his part in sink- 
ing the German blockade runner, 
Me.-serland and the capture of V'A of 
her crew. The citation which ac- 
companied the decoration, follows: 

"F o r exceptionally meritorious 
conduct in the performance of out- 
standing services to the Government 
of the United States as commanding 
officer of the L'SS. Sorners during an 
intensive campaign against enemy 
blockade runners and ra'tk'r- in the 
South Atlantic area. Determined 
and aggressive in carrying out this 
vital assignment, Comdr. Hughes in- 
tercepted the German blockade run- 
ner Messerland on Jan. 3, 1944. Fur- 
suing bold and decisive tactics, he 
promptly engaged the enemy with 
heavy shellfire which resulted in the 
sinking of the ho-tile vessel and the 
subsequent capture of 134 enemy 
survivors. By his forceful leader- 
ship, his superb ship-handling and 
fearless devotion to duty on this and 
other crucial occasions, Commander 
Hughes contributed substantially to 
the success of the campaign against 
enemy raiders in the South Atlan-

New York and Boston papers have 
commented editorially upon the (re- 
cent article written by Mr. Harold B 
Richmond of Swan road for "War 
Bulletin", monthly publication of the 
New England Council, in which he 
state- that New England is supplying 
one-eighth of all radio and radar 
equipment produced in the United 
States. 

Mr. Ffichmond, president of the 
General Radio Company of Cambridge 
which firm has just Men notified of 
its fifth Navy "K", Award, finds that 
New England alone is producing as 
much radio equipment as the entire 
country in the pre-war period. He be- 
lieves that some 30,000,000 home rad- 
io aet-s and 2,000,000 motor car setl as 
well as related gadgets are potential 
business waiting only for the close of 
the war. He thinks the radio indus- 
try should retain half its present 
workers, or twice as many as were 
employed in it before the war. 

In their editorial comment, the 
New York paper- feel that New Eng- 
land with its present industrial set- 
Up should be in a good position to 
lid for post-war radio business. The 
Boston papers urge that the industry- 
prepare itself so that this business 
is not permitted to be placed else- 
where. 

Mr. Richmond Is widely known in 
the radio manufacturing field. On 
Thursday, Jan. 26, he was toastmaster 
at the banquet held at the Hotel Com- 
modore in New York, at which more 
than 1000 radio engineers were pres- 
ent. Meeting under the auspices of 
the Institute of Radio Engineers, 
these experts participate in a three- 
day program devoted to discussions 
of radio ami radar in the war effort.

The War Product ion Board has requested us to notify you of 
the issuance of Utilities Order U-9 prohibiting certain uses 
of electricity. A copy of this Order is printed below. 



Title 32 ~ National Defense 
Chapter IX — War Production Board 
Part 4500 — Power, Water, 
Gas and Central Steam Heat 
(Utilities Order U-9) 

5 4500.61 Utilities Order U-9. (a) Purpose 
of this order. War requirements have 
created a shortage in the supply of coal and 
other fuels. The purpose of this order is to 
save fuels used in the generation of electricity 
by prohibiting certain unnecessary uses of 
electricity. 

(b) Definitions For the purpose of this 
order: 

(1) "Person" means any individual, port 
nershlp, association, business trust, corpor- 
ation, political subdivision, governmental 
agency or corporation or any organised group 
of persons whether incorporated or not. 

(2) "Electric Supplier" means any person 
who generates, transmits or distributes 
electricity. 

(c) Prohibited Uses. No person shall use 
electricity for any of the following purposes: 

(1) Outdoor advertising and outdoor pro- 
motional lighting. 

(2) Outdoor display lighting except where 
necessary for the conduct of the business of 
outdoor establishments. 

(3) Outdoor decorative and outdoor orna 
mental lighting. 

(4) Show window lighting except where 
necessary for interior illumination. 

(5) Marquee lighting in excess of 60 watts 
for each marquee. 

(6; White way street lighting in excess of 
the amount determined by local public au- 
thority to be necessary' for public safety. 

(7) Outdoor sign lighting except for: 

(i) Directional or identification signs 
required for fire and police protec- 
tion, traffic control, transportation 
terminals or hospitals; or directional 
or identification signs for any similar 
essential public services the lighting 
of which is specifically certified to 
be necessary' by local public author- 
ity. Certification shall be made in 
writing to the appropriate electric- 
supplier and need not be in any- 
particular form; 

(ii) Directional or identification signs 
using not more than 60 watts per 
establishment, for doctors and for 
hotels, and other public lodging 
establishments. 

(d) Exemptions. (1) Any electric sup- 
plier who considers that compliance with this 



order by the persons whom it supplies di- 
rectly and indirectly, will not reduce the 
consumption of coal or other scarce fuels may 
apply for exemption for the area it serves to 
the Office of War Utilities, War Production 
Board, Washington 25, D. C, Ref.: U:9. 

(2) The War Pnxluction Board may from 
time to time issue directions exempting des- 
ignated areas from this order if it finds that 
compliance within such areas will not reduce 
the consumption of coal or other scarce fuels 
in accordance with the purpose of this order. 

(e) Appeals. Any person affected by this 
order who considers that compliance with 
this order will work an exceptional or un- 
reasonable hardship on him or who con- 
siders that compliance will endanger public 
health or safety may appeal for relief to the 
District Office of the War Production Board 
for the area in which the consumer is located, 
Ref : U-9. 

({'Notices. (1) Every electric supplier 
shall, as soon as practicable, notify by pub- 
lication or otherwise all persons to whom it 
supplies electricity for uses prohibited by this 
order of the terms hereof. 

(2) If any electric supplier has knowledge 
of a violation of this order by a person to 
whom it supplies electricity, it shall inform 
the person of the violation. If the violation is 
continued, the electric supplier shall notify 
the person in w riting of the specific terms of 
the order which apply and of the penalties 
prescribed for violation and shall mail a 
copy of the notice to the District Office of 
the War Production Board for the area in 
which the consumer is located, Ref.: U-9. 

(g) Violations. If the Wat Production 
Board determines that any person is using 
electricity in violation of this order, it may 
direct the electric supplier serving such per- 
son to disconnect service and prescribe the 
conditions under which service may be re- 
connected. In addition, any person who wil- 
fully violates any provision of this order or 
who in connection with this order wilfully 
conceals a material fact or furnishes false in- 
formation to any department or agency of 
the United States is guilty of a crime and 
upon conviction may be punished by fine or 
imprisonment. 

(h) Effective Date. The effective date of 
paragraph tc) of this order shall be February 
1, 1945.

6. Consumers should be willing to 
accept the type of fuel which a deal- 
er ha- available, provided the dealer 
is satisfied that it is adaptable to the 
consumers' burning equipment.

Bentley founded the Medomak Camp 
for Boys. In 1909 he opened his own 
camp. Camp Wyanoke for Boys, at 
Wolfeboro, N. 11., of which his son. 
Bradford M. Bentley of this town, is 
now director. He founded Camp Win- 
nimont for Girls at West Ossipee, 
N. H„ in 1920. 

Mr. Bentley was an honorary mem- 
ber of the American Camping Asso- 
ciation, and formed the Round Table 
for Camp Directors which has been 
attended by many New England camp 
directors through the year-. He was 
also a Mason, holding membership in 
a Dover, N. H. lodge; a member of 
the Winchester Country Club, long 
time member of the Boston City Club 
and a member of the First Congre- 
gational Church. 

Besides his son he is survived by 
his wife. Mrs. Harriet Morrill Bent- 
ley. whom he married in 1909, and 
two grandsons. 

Funeral services were held Thurs- 
day afternoon at Ripley Memorial 
Chapel of the First Congregational 
Church with Rev. Arthur O. Phintiey 
*• thi* town, a family friend, officiat- 
ing. Interment was in Wolfeboro, 
N. H.

CHAPLAIN RALPH E UPPER 
\ DDR ESSES HIGH SCHOOL 
STUDENT BODY 



Returning to the school that gave 
him his diploma in U»27, Chaplain 
Ralph E. Tupper, Lt . US NR. spoke 
inspiringly to the student body as- 
sembled in the auditorium last Wed- 
nesday morning. Now at Harvard 
Naval Training School after 21 
months with the 1st Marine Para- 
chute Regiment in the South Pacific, 
Chaplain Tupper has been in constant 
demand as a public speaker. 

In recounting some of his experi- 
ences after leaving the history class- 
es of Mrs. Bllfl Stacy and the English 
classes of Miss Florence Parker. 
Chaplain Tupper told of the rigor- 
ous training that he received after 
volunteering for service with the 
Parachute Regiment, probably the 
first chaplain to attempt it. His nar- 
rative of the deep knee bends and 
early and late long distance running 
brought many a sympathetic groan 
from his high school audience who 
later confided in one another and 
to their teachers that they had never 
before realized just what kind of per- 
son a chaplain really is.

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WINCHESTER MOTORISTS IN- 
JURED IN BURLINGTON 
CRASH 



Two Winchester motorist*, James 
Gambino of 38 Swanton street and 
John Ro«ato of 4 Quigley court were 
badly injured shortly after midnight 
Saturday when the car in which they 
were riding collided with another au- 
tomobile on Cambridge street about 
a mile south of Burlington center. 

According to the Police- account of 
the accident, Gambino and Rosato 
were driving from Billerica in a Pon- 
tiac coupe. The other car was a 
Chevrolet sedan headed north and oc- 
cupied by Edward Dolliver and Ra- 
leigh Dryden, both of Allandale ave- 
nue, Billerica. Police think the col- 
lision may have been caused when one 
of the machines turned out to pass 
a car parked at the side of the road 
while occupants changed a tire. 

Apparently the machines met head- 
on and with sufficient force to hurl 
them nearly 40 feet apart after the 
impact. Both cars were wrecked 
and parts of them were found by 
the police as far as 200 feet from the 
point of collision. 

All four motorist* were taken to 
the Choate Hospital in Woburn. So 
badly were they injured the Police 
were unable to learn who of them 
were the operators of the cars or 
other details of the accident. The 
Police of this town were notified by 



Chief James C. Piper of Burlington 
of the accident with the request that 
the families of the injured Winchester 
motorists be notified of their injury 
and hospitalization. Doctors and 
nurses at the hospital worked upon 
the injured men until daybreak, and 
it took nearly five hours to clear 
away the wreckage of the machines 
from the road.

L; d ; es and Gentlemen: 

For more than a year, I have con- 
templated resigning my position as 
Superintendent of Schools. It seems 
beet now to tender my resignation to 
become effective Sept. I, 1945. How- 
ever, I should like my duties to ter- 
r inate on July 81 so that I may- 
have August for my vacation. 

By next summer, I shall have com- 
pleted nearly 22 years as Superinten- 
(I .mt here. This is a long period. A 
s 'perintendent of schools is much like 
o.her people serving the public. As 
the years go by, his own human short- 
comings, the dissatisfactions of this 
one or that one, accumulate to re- 
t ,rd his full effctivenoss. The latter 

is especially true for the superinten- 
dent if he holds to his professional 
I I als ami if he acts with moral cour- 
*e. For litis and other leasees, it 
seems be>t to resign. I want to as- 
sure you that the recent school sur- 
vey has little bearing on my resig- 
nation. I will give my personal ap- 
praisal of the survey in a public re- 
port at a later late. 

In these years I have been blessed 
with a high percentage of School 
Committee members of a very fitie 
type. To them, I urn deeply grateful 
for their noteworthy service to the 
schools and for their courtesy, kiml- 
esy and helpfulness to me. 

I am thankful for the many fine 
families at all economic levels whom 
I have known. I have observed with 
interest and pleasure the growth and 
development of their children. 

There ere and have been many 
town officials, elected anil appointed, 
whti have served ably and unselfishly 
to make Winchester an outstanding 
community. I am thankful to them, 
both for their community service and 
for their co-operation with the 
schools. 

For my fellow teachers and others 
who make up the School Department 
personnel. 1 have high respect and 
warm feelings. 

I am truly grateful that I have had 
the privilege of serving Winchester 

as its Superintendent for such a long 

period. Our schools are good schools 
in which our citizens can have con- 
fidence. They will be better schools 
when those who are responsible for 
their operation have mutual confi- 
dence and respect.

STORM 



The heaviest snow mtonn thus far 
this winter struck Winchester yester 
day antl last night, a reported 13 
inch's of mu>w falling. The weather 
forecast as lists*] failed to predict 
the big fall, the evening papers re- 
porting light rain ceasing during the 
evening. This morning all transpor- 
tation is tied up with no trains or 
buses thus far. Reports say that all 
seven of the town plows are stalled. 

Men manning the town plows stat 
ed that they were unable to get into 
a number of streets to plow them be 
cause of stalled automobiles or cars 
left by their owners on the street all 
night. Most of these machines bore 
yellow Police tags this morning. 
Near Wedgemere station a big plow- 
ing truck burned out iLs clutch ami 
stalled.

Commuters on early trains in- 
bound were definitely out of luck, 
there being nothing at all going in 
with two feet of snow on the tracks. 
The last train out, the 9:60 Thursday 
night went through Winchester at 2 
o'clock this morning, and many com- 
muters arrived out on a train a short 
while before 9 this morning aft-er a 
night in the N'omh Station. 

Many tree limbs came down with 
the heavy snow, and these made the 
dillicult job of plowing streets dou- 
bly hard. Along Highland avenue 
beyond Mason street it was impossi- 
ble to got through. 

The Police were i ailed to Wedge- 
mere Station shortly after 2 o'elock 
this morning by the report that a 
youth had put his fist through a 
pane of nhus*. They pecked up two 
Winchester boys and a Winchester 
girl, 1") and K> years old who said 
they were wa'titnf for nnrtJh-bound 
train.

"Papa Is All" is one of the best 
things the Players have done in a 
long time, a gripping play, well sea- 
soned with humor, that was given 
a first rate production by a gilt- 
edged cast and capable stage crews, 
not forgetting the important contri- 
bution made by those who secured 
the properties for the fine set. 

The straight-forward plot concerns 
itself with the revolt of a long suf- 
fering provincial family in*the hoart 
of the Pennsylvania Dutch country 
from a typrannical husband and fath- 
er whose absolute domination was 
crushing his wife and son into dull 
automatons and sowing the seeds of 
revolution in his more spirited 
daughter. 

"Papa Is All" would be dynamite 
for any company not having capable 
youiijr players in the roles of Jake 
and Emma, the brow-beaten son who 
many believe simple-minded, ana 
the courageous daughter. The play- 
write asks a lot of both, and surely 
got it from Mr. Burtnett and Miss 
U'oithen. Both were letterperfect 
in their lines and stage business, bub 
above all their acting had a sincerity 
that was very vital. Especially wore 
they outstanding in their scene to- 
gether when Emma gets Jak<? to 
swear ho has not killed his father. 
Their emotional depth and natural- 
ness in that gripping bit of drama 
was one of the highlights of the 
show. 

Miss Worthen has already estab- 
lished herself in the Little 'Theatre 
as a talented young player. She has 
done nothing better than her Emma.

Rules and Regulations of the Board of Health of Winchester, 
Massachusetts Relative to Diseases Dangerous 
to the Public Health 

* The following rules and regulations, mail*' under the provisions of Sec- 
tion 81, Chapter 111. of the General Laws, shall supersede all rules and 
reflations heretofore adopted by the Board of Health of Winchester, Mass- 
achusetts, relative to diseases dangerous to the public health and the control 
thereof. 

Regulation 1. Definitions. The following words, and terms as used in 
tbaae regulations, unless a different meaning is required by the court is or 
specifically prescribed, shall have the following meanings: 

A. Householder. The head of a family or person in charge of a house 
as hereinafter defined. 

B. House. Any dwelling or place of human habitation including school 
dormitories, hospitals, asylums and institutions, whether public or private, 
lock-ups and jails. 

C. Carrier. A person who, without symptom? of a disease dangerous to 
the public health, harbors and may disseminate the specific microorganisms 
of that disease. 

D. Contac t Any person known to have been sufficiently near an infected 
person or animal to have been presumably exposed to transfer of infectious 
material directly, or by articles freshly soiled with such material. 

E. Placard \n official notice, written or printed, posted as a warning 
of the. presence of a disease dangerous to the puhlic health on the premises 
or in the apartment or room so placarded. 



F. Quarantine. The restriction.? to the premises, house or apartment of 
materials and persons that presumably have been exposed to a disease dan- 
gerous to the public health. 

6. Isolation. The restriction that no person in any house as defined here- 
in or any certain portion thereof subjected thereto by the Board of Health, 
shall leave such house and that no person except physicians, nurses, and cler- 
gymen in attendance upon such person therein and authorized health officers 
^hall enter such house, and that no person shall remove or aid in removing 
any person or any articles therefrom, unless and until permitted bv the Board 
of Health. 

Regulation 1 — Reporting CoataglOOa Disease. A householder who knows 
that a person in his family or house is sick of smallpox, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever or any other infectious or contagious disease declared by the Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Health, dangerous to the public health, shall forth- 
with give notice thereof to the Board of Health, and without delay report 
in writing to the Board of Health, stating the name, age and sex of the 
person so afflicted, the name and nature of the disease, the time when 
the person was taken sick, the exact location of the house and room 
occupied by the sick person and from whom milk and cream consumed by the 
sick person were obtained. Any physician who knows that any person 
whom he attends is sick as aforesaid shall also give such notice and make 
such report. If the attending physician sh.all promptly give the notice in 
writing hereby required, the householder may be excused therefrom. Blank 
forms for this purpos,. will be fuinished by the Board of Health and their 
use is desired but the failure to obtain them shall not excuse householder 
or physician from complying with this regulation. 

Regulation S. Reporting of illness suspected of being due to consumption 
of food. Every physician and every superintendent or other person in charge 
of anv school! hospital, institution, dispensary, laboratory, lahor camp or j 
other camp, who shall have knowledge of the occurrence of a number or group i 
of cases of illness believed to have been due to the consumption of food, shall 
report the same immediately, bv telephone or telegram, to the Board of 
Health. 

Regulation 4. Control of carriers. No person found to be harboring 

typhoid, paratyphoid, dysentery or other pathogenic intestinal organisms 
may engage in a food-handling capacity until it is demonstrated to the sat- 
isfaction of the Board of Health that the -aid person no longer harbors the 
organism. 

Regulation 5. Removal of Quarantine Notice. No person shall without 
the permission of the Boafd of Health remove, obliterate or deface a pla- 
card which has been placed on premises in which there is a disease dangerous 
to the public health. In the event of the removal, obliteration or defacement 
of such placard, the householder shall immediately notify the Board of 
Health. 

Regulation 6. Isolation and quarantine requirements. The following 

shall be the minimum requirements for isolation and quarantine of diseases 
dangerous to the public health:

Mininum Isolation and Quarantine Requirement of the Winchester 

Hoard of Health 

Notes 

1. Definition of Adult: Any person who has reached his eighteenth 
birthday is considered to be an adult, for purposes of these regulations. 

2. Schoolteachers, only as it applies to their school activitits, shall b« 
subject to the same restrictions as children. 

Food handlers and persons whose occupation brings them in contact 
with children have no restrictions if they live away from home. 

3. Food handlers living in a household where a case of typhoid, cholera, 
bacillary dysentery or paratyphoid fever exists shall be excluded from their 
occupation as long as they continue to live in the same house in which the 
case exists, and thereafter until freedom from infection, as judged by clini- 
cal and laboratory evidence, has been demonstrated to the satisfaction of 
the Board of He>alth. Food handlers living in a household with a recovered 
case which continues to excrete typhoid bacilli after convalescence shall be 
excluded from their occupations unless they have been inoculated with ty- 
phoid vaccine within two years. 

4. Contact? shall be quarantined until three weeks have elapsed from th« 
date of last exposure unless immunized by a previous attack, by a recent suc- 
cessful vaccination, or showing the imune reaction. 

5. Patients who have lesions of primary or secondary syphilis on ex- 
posed parts of the body or in the mouth, and are employed in any occupation 
requiring regular, direct contact with other persons, such as barber, hairdress- 
er, manicurist, waiter, waitress, nursemaid, domestic, etc., shall be reported 
by name, address and occupation, to the State Department of Public Health, 
unless the physician will assume responsibility for seeing that the patient dis- 
continues such occupation until the lesions are healed. 

6 Patients with open tuberculosis should in most cases receive sana- 
torium treatment, both for the benefit of the individual and the protection of 
his family. Those who remain in their homes shall observe all precautions 
necessary to prevent infection of the members of their families and of others 
with whom they mav come in contact. This shall include approved methods 
of collection and disposal of the sputum, the sterilization of any articles of 
clothing and of toilet articles which may become contaminated by the sputum, 
the use of separate dishes and eating utensils and oroper sterilization of the 
same. The patient should sleep m a separate room. For details concerning pre- 
cautions in home care a pamphlet of the Massachusetts Department of Pub- 
lic Health entitled "Home Care of Tuberculosis Patients ' can be secured from 

that Department. . . , . , ... . . 

As soon as a diagnosis of tuberculosis has been established arrange- 
ments should be made for the examination, including an X-ray of the chest. 



of all members of the immediate family and of other persons whem the Pa- 
tient has been in close contact. If the lamily cannot afford X-ray examination 
by a private physician, facilities are available through the various state, 
county and municipal sanatoria. Persons with suspicious findings and those 
who have had contact with a tuberculous patient should be kept under medi- 
cal observation as long as advised by the physician. It is the responsibility 
of the Board of Health to pruvide hospital care for cases of tuberculosis, when 
needed, and to see that contacts are examined where such examinations. hav« 
not been made through a private physician. 

When a case is reported the public health nurse representing the Board 
of Health will visit the patient's home. She will instruct the family in the 
sanitary precautions described above, see that arrangements are made for 
the examination of contacts and if necessary provide tranportation to thn 
place where they are to be X-rayed, and will aid the patient in obtaining ad. 
mission to a sanatorium if this has been recommended by his physician. 

Thereafter, the nurse will make visits to the home at least once in six 
months to determine whether the patient has moved, whether the above-men- 
tioned precautions are still being observed, and whether any new measure* 
are needed to control the spread of the disease. If the patient haa changed 
his residence, the patient, the attending physician if there be one, or the 
householder, where the patient resides, shall notify the Board of Health. 

In cases where the physician wishes to exercise complete supervision, the 
nurse should obtain such information from him. 

The only acceptable reasons for the Board of Health not exercising the 
supervision outlined above are: refusal of the family physician to permit 
periodic visits by the nurse; or placing of the patient's name on an "inactive 
list" as a result of examination including X-ray. 

No person who has or has had tubercle bacilli in the sputum or other bod- 
ily discharges shall be allowed to engage in teaching, nursing, dairying, or 
occupations involving food handling or the care of children until he has re- 
ceived a certificate from the Board of Health stating that his employment 
would not be dangerous to the public health. 

7. Persons living in a family in which a case of tuberculosis exists or 
has existed within two years, and whose occupations involve food handling 
or contact with children, shall be required to have an X-ray of the chest t«> 
determine whether they shall be allowed to continue in such occupations. 

8. All of the above diseases except five .should be reported to the Board 
of Health. The five exceptions (chancroid, gonorrhea, granuloma inguinale, 
lymphogranuloma venereum and syphilis) should be reported directly to the 
state department of public health on special forms, provided upon

ON BOMBED SHIP AT LIZON 



Coastguardsman Harold Kendall 
Batten, son of Mr. and Mrs. Harold 
A. Batten of Hancock street, was on 
j a Coast Guard Transport that took 
a direct hit from a Jap plane, but 
continued into Lingayen Gulf at Lu- 
zon to discharge the liberators of Ma- 
nila during 19 attack-ridden hours. 
Several of Batten's shipmates were 
killed. 

Hi.s ship was hit the day before 
reaching Luzon. Batten and his 
mates were watching U. S. Hellcats 
and Jap Zeros in a dogfight when a 
Jap pilot swooped down toward their 
ship, dropping a bomb 'that missed by 
about 60 feet. 

Returning' the Nip pilot scored a di- 
rect hit, but paid for it with his 
plane and life, the gun crew, staying 
on the job through all the strafing, 
bringing him down. Despite the hit 
and loss of life, Batten's ship steam- 
ed into the Gulf the next morning 
and the survivors were kept busy un- 
loading for 19 hours. 

The transport on which Batten is 
a member of the crew, has been in 
every major Pacific invasion the past 
year beginning with Marshalls and in- 
cluding Saipan, I'alaus and Leyte. It 
carrier a U. S. Navy flag staff.

"How can I housebreak my pup- 
py'" 

"What should I feed my dog?" 
"Is it all right to keep my dog out- 
doors all the year 'round?" 

These are the three questions most 
frequently asked of the dog-owners 
service bureau of the Gaines Dog Re- 
search Center, New York City. And 
here is a digest of the answers for 
the benefit of other dog-owners hav- 
ing similar problems. 

HOUSEBREAKING. Housebreak- 
ing a puppy is many times less dif- 
ficult than teaching a baby bath- 
room etiquette The owner must 
first decide whether he prefers the 
puppy to care for himself indoors 
or outdoors. A good plan to follow 
in an apartment is to put a news- 
paper some place where it will al- 
ways be accessible. The pup is taken 
to the paper and kept there until he 
uses it. The paper is allowed to re- 
main undisturbed so that the pup 
will come upon it in his roamings 
around the house and will be induced 
by the odor to use it again. Thus a 
habit is formed. Similarly, the pup 
who is expected to clean himself out- 
side is taken out — preferably to a 
spot visited by other dogs— and kept 
out until he attends to himself This 
proceeding should be repeated at 
three-hour intervals, and always the 
dog should be taken out through the 
same door Back in the house, he 
should be watched for any signs he 
may give, and at the first sign of 
uneasiness, he should be picked up 
and rushed outdoors. Beiore long it 
will dawn on him that he mus» go ta 
that door whenever he wants to be 
taken out. 

Regularity is tremendously impor- 
tant in housebreaking. "Establish 
regular feeding times for your puppy 
and take hin. for a walk after each 
feeding, and particularly before you 
go to bed. Obviously, he should not 
be fed or watered late at night. The 
average puppy seldom soils the place 
where he sleeps Fastening him close 
to his sleeping quarters for the night, 
therefore, is frequently very helpful. 

FEEDING. In these days of pre- 
pared dog foods, the feeding of your 
pet snould present no problem. On 
grocers' shelves today are dog meals 
scientifically prepared and tested and 
so well-balanced in proteins, carbo- 
hydrates, fats, vitamins and minerals 
as to represent a complete ration 
You simply take a quantity of meal 
recommended for your breed or size 
of dog, moisten with an equivalent 
amount of warm water, and vou

have everything your dog needs in 
the way of food You can supplement 
this with almost anything you like- 
though this is not at all necessary — 
and you might like to give him an 
occasional large bone to exercise his 
teeth One meai a day, preferably in 
the evening, is sufficient for an adult 
dog, though there is no harm in giv- 
ing him a small portion of his day's 
ration for breakfast and the balance 
in the evening. 

HOUSING. With rare exceptions— 
notably the Pekingese — all long- 
coated dogs can be safely kept out- 
doors in the coldest weather experi- 
enced in the United States, provided 
they are properly kenneled The dog 
house should be so built and ar- 
ranged that it will give protection 
from dampness, winds and drafts. 
Bedding is not necessary but many 
owners prefer to use an old blanket 
or rug. This is not objectionable if 
it is washed and sunned at frequent 
intervals Shredded newspapers have 
marvelous warmth-retaining quali- 
ties and serve the purpose even bet- 
ter Dogs kept outdoors need some- 
what more food than indoor pets 

Incidentally the indoor dog should 
also have his own special little nook 
in the house for rest and for receiv- 
ing his meals His sleeping place 
should be clean, dry and protected 
against draft A stack of folded 
newspapers is one of the most satis- 
factory beds ever devised. Such a 
bed is kept clean merely by remov- 
ing each day the top sheet or twa 
Some dogs like to make up their o'vo 
beds of crumpled paper That's quite 
all right. All vou have to do, then, 
is to sweep away the used papers.

Report of the Committee Appointed 
By the Executive Board to Revise 
Scholarship Rules 

A committee appointed by Mrs. 
James H. Coon, the president of the 
executive board of the Winchester 
Mothers Association has been working 
on a revision of the rules pertaining 
to scholarship. 

The members of the committee are 
Mrs. Neil H. Borden, Mrs. George I. 
I Chatfield, Mrs. James H. Coon, Mrs. 
! Robert M. Keeney, Mrs. Langley C. 
j Keye.s, Mrs. George A. Marks, Mrs. 
• Joseph L. Mulfcen, Mrs. John West and 
Mrs. Lyman B. Smith, chairman. 

The recommendations of the com- 
mittee fall into two groups; one to 
take effect immediately this spring 
and the other to take effect in the 
near future, next year preferably. 

The first group relates to the 
methods of choosing the candidates to 
receive scholarships and has the fol- 
lowing aims: 

1. To make sure that all the sen- 
iors in high school who deserve rec- 
ognition because of their superior 
qualities of scholarship and citizen- 
ship, receive this recognition. 

2. To make sure that truly ade- 
quate financial help is given to those 
who both need it and deserve it be- 
cause of the qualifications mention- 
ed above. 

In order to fulfill these aims the 
committer recommends that the fol- 
I lowing steps be taken by the Schol- 
| arship Committee. 

1. A list of pupils in the first one- 
fifth of the senior class in the Win- 
chester High School will be given 
the Scholarship Committee by the 
principal. 

2. The chairman of th<. Scholarship 
j Committee will confer with the 
| teachers of the senior classes as to 

the qualifications of the students in 
both scholarship and citizenship and 
report the information acquired back 
, to the committee. 

3. From this information and any- 
other facts known about the students, 
the committee will choose those de- 
serving of recognition certificates at 
graduation. 

4. Those who receive this recogni- 
, tion will be eligible to apply for fi- 
nancial help to the committee. 

5. The financial help will be giv- 
en privately to those who most need 
it from the number who receive cer- 
tificates of recognition. 

6. The financial help will be in- 
creased to $.':00 or more, even if few- 

1 er scholarships have to be given. 

In this way those who really de- 
serve help and who really need help 
w*ill have adequate help given to 
them and at the same time recogni- 
tion will be given to all students of 
ability. 

The second group of recommenda- 
tions have a larger scope than the 
Mothers' Association and are aimed 

' at correlating all scholarship endeav- 
ors throughout the Town of W'ir 
chester so that there will bp c mtin- 
uity of purpose and true efficient in 
the handling of scholarships , 

All groups in town who have giv- 
en scholarships individually will be 
invited to contribute their annual 
funds to a central town scholarship 
fu7id called the W7hche-sterEducatii>n- 
al Fund which will be incorporated 
and handled by a treasurer and ad- 
ministered by a special committee. 
This committee shall have eight mem - 
hers, serving four year terms, two go- 

! ing off each year and appointed by a 
nominating committee representing 
the various organizations contribut- 
ing to the fund. The committee shall 

i be as representative as possible of 
the geographical sections of the town 
and of the various contributing or- ; 

■ ganizations but above all it must 
consist of men and women of a cali- 
ber and judgment qualified to choose 
most intelligently the students who 
deserve recognition ami from those 
the ones who -most need financial 
help. 

All organizations in Winchester 
j which have had scholarship funds will 
, be approached and invited to join in 
this endeavor ami any others who 
might like to contribute will aLso be 
welcomed. ALso as the project grows, 
private individuals may be approach- 
ed by a Special Gifts Committee. In 
this way it is hoped that the Winches- 
ter Educational Fund will grow so 
that as many and as large scholar- 
ships as are needed will be available 
in the future. 

The rules for choosing the students 
for recognition and for financial help 
listed in the first group of recom- 
mendations will be followed by the 
new Educational Fund Committee. 
But a certain amount of discretion 
will be allowed to the committee so 
1 that unusual cases may receive special 
| consideration. It is hoped that more 
; pupils with real ability may take 
! courses in high school preparatory 
to further education when they know 
that financial help will be there if 
they prove themselves worthy of it.

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Dog's Prestige 
At a New High 



Canines w in Added Respect For 
Contribution On War Front 
And Home Front 

After 30 months of war the pres- 
tige of the dog in America is at a 
new high, states a report of the 
Gaines Dog Research Center, New 
York City. 

Principal reason for this, of course, 
is the outstanding contribution made 
by dogs on every front where Amer- 
icans are fighting. They serve in many 
branches of the armed services — as 
sentry and attack dogs, messenger 
dogs, scout dogs, Red Cross dogs, 
sledge dogs and pack dogs. Already 
many of the dogs have given their 
, lives in the performance of their du- 
1 ties and in order to save the lives of 
the men to whom they were assigned. 

But America's dogs are serving 
their country equally well on the 
, home front Their companionship is 
; a stimulus to morale in the home. 
They are helping fill that empty 
place in the family circle, and they 
are protecting homes from which 
I men have gone to war. An estimated 
15 million dogs are in America's 
homes today 

Just how integral a part of the 
home the dog has become is indi- 
cated in a recent survey which 
showed that 42 nor cent of America's

dog owners feel their dogs mean 
more today than they did in peace- 
time, in addition to 50 Der cent who 
said they had not changed their high 
opinion of their dogs The same sur- 
vey also sought to find out what 
owners would do if the production of 
dog foods were cut down Fiftv-eight 
per cent of the dog owners questioned 
said '.hey would share the famtlv ra- 
tions with their dog. and an addi- 
tional 38 per cent said thev would 
keen their dog and make the best of 
it. Only an infinitesimal six-tenths of 
one per cent of dog owners said they 
would dispose of their dog. 

America's experience with dogs as 
a morale factor closely parallels that 
of wartime England After the war 
broke out in 1939. the British dis- 
couraged the keeping of canine pets. 
The undesirable effect this action had 
on the nation's morale— tne British, 
like the Americans, are a great dog- 
loving people— soon led to a reversal 
of policy, and today the keeping of 
dogs in the British Isles is not only 
encouraged but their required food is 
specially provided for.

The first American evacuation hos- 
pital to operate as such on the old 
world side of the Atlantic, the 9th 
has been in continuous service for 
more than two years in Tunisia, Sic- 
ily. Italy and France, treating more 
than 41,932 Allied and enemy pa- 
tients. Now supporting combat units 
of the t!th Army group, the 9th has 
broken many records in France where 
it has treated 12,639 patients. Fol- 
lowing its landing in France Aug. li.'i 
it was in full-scale operation 54 hours 
after the staff had stepped on French 
soil. In one area it admitted 578 pa- 
tients in the first :»0 hours of opera- 
tion. During September its record 
was 2669 surgical and lOHfi medical 
patients. Surgical learns operated on 
16 hour shifts, performing in 27 days 
2037 surgical procedures which in- 
cluded 138 head operations. 

At one area in Tunisia the 9th 
treated 1698 patients without a sin- 
gle death. In Italy it operated a 
general hospital for French soldiers, 
receiving '1675 patients. 

Among the pa'.ients received at the 
hospital was Staff Ss.'t. George W. 
Hayden, Jr., of the Army Engineers, 
Major Brown's brother-in-law. The 
pair had quite a reunion when they 
met.

o leave them where they happened 
to stop than it was to try to pet them 
into driveways or garages piled up 
with snow, especially without chains. 
Others were left on the street with 
the idea of (jetting away easier in the 
morning. The Police are not seventh 
tone of seventh sons, nor are they 
warlocks or gifted with second 
sight. They couldn't tell which owti- 

• i had abandoned his car because he 
had to. They tagged them all. Per- 
haps it would have been better to 
have tagged none. Why ar e no all 
night parking regulations made? It 
isn't to penalize Individual drivers but 
to protect the public, and in times 
of stress like the recent big storm to 
try as far as possible to enable all 
traffic to keep moving or to move 
again as soon as possible. Drivers 
of the town snowplows will tell you 
Jhat parked cars in nine out of ten 
cases prevent their plowing streets so • 
that everyone can move when storms 
are over. It was so on ihat Thursday! 
It has been so many times before. The 
promiscuous parking of automobiles 
il a real problem for those charged 
with the public safety and conveni- 
ence The Police do not make the no 
parking laws, but it is their job to 
enforce them. If those who think 
they were away too assiduous in the 
performance of their duty the night 
of the s-torm, could listen 'in at Police 
headquarters or at the Superintendent 

of Streets office at the town hall, and 
could hear the complaints from 
householders unable to get out be- 
cause their streets were blocked and 
couldn't be plowed, they would at 
least get the other side of the story. 
A number of streets were snow- 
hound much longer than they would 
otherwise have been because parked 

can prevented the plows from get- 
ting through. The Police have been 
given the traffic regulations to en- 
force. They are supposed to use 
judgment of comae, but sometimes 
it is hard to know where judgment 
stops and special privilege begins. 
Many a motorist who deeply resents 
a tag on his car thinks it is quite 
all right ofr the authorities to pros- 
ecute the owner of a car which for 
one reason or another is interlVi 
mg with his particular rights or con- 
venience. The Police have been try- 
ing to put a stop to all night park- 
ing. They are so doing, not to re- 
strict individual rights, but in the 
public interest. If they cho.se a 
bad night to make their big effort 
to date, they also chose a night on 
which the parked cars interfered 
most with those trying to do a mighty 
hard job for the entire community. 
If those who got tags, now that their 
first wrath has subsided will try to 
realize that a stalled car is after all 
■ tough thing for tuckered plowing 
crews to wrestle with, and next time, 
if possible, either get home earlier, 
put on chains., or keep off the road 
entirely, this whole business may- 
contribute something in a community 
way besides a lot of high blood pres- 
sures,

MORK ON THE LIBRAE! 
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Apparently the most controversial 
subject to come up in the approach- 
ing town meeting is the article con- 
cerning the Public Library. The 
question to be decided seems to cen- 
ter over a sum of about 12000, In- 
dependent of the tine points concern- 
ed, there is no doubt in anyone's 
mind over the fact that our Library 
is a live and growing department. 
Our Library Trustees have given 
active and exacting attention to 
their duties The Library staff is 
efficient and capable, and the li- 
brary is certainly the center of civic 
culture in our town. The principal 
issue before the Town Meeting will 
be whether or not the Town approves 
the policy of giving to cultural and 
civic organizations the use of the 
Library Building for their meetings. 
We do not recall the cost of running 
our recreational center, nor are we 
able to collect the totals of other 
civic projects pertaining to this fea- 
ture, but our Library certainly seem! 
to be filling its place in Winchester 
and $2000 docs not appear to be a 
large sum for our growing town to 
allot to such a live and acceptable 
department. Especially so when one 
considers what might 'he the status 
of the Library under a different! 
management. 

In the formation of the Winchester 
Assembly of Men's Clubs there is be- 
ing undertaken a project which can 
play a vital part in promoting com- 
munity solidarity and can easily be- 
come a very powerful factor in com- 
munity affairs. Reading the consti-

Extra benefits natural- 
ly require extra funds and it is a very 
snoH-sighted policy to attempt to 
scrimp on anything as vital and 
worthwhile as the Library. 

The fact that the Winchester Li- 
brary is outstanding in its varied acti- 
vities (somewhat grudingly admitted 
by the Finance Committee) is due not 
only tb the planning and vision of the 
Trustees, but even more directly to 
the warm personal interest in com- 
munity affairs and the generous 
spending of time, thought and ener- 
gy on the part of our librarian, Miss 
Corinne Mead.

THE DOCTOR WAS RIGHT 



To the Editor of the Star: 

In your issue of Fell. 2 there ap- 
peared in your paper an article 
written by Dr. Dennett. I want to 
commend the doctor for the splendid 
article, to you thanks for publishing 
the same- 

I am 84 years of age; not much of 
a writer, but still have good common 
sense, I hope. My father who was 
born in 1825 was an Abraham Lin- 
coln Republican and I, was born in 
18fi0 followed in his belief and voted 
the same way until the present gen- 
tleman now in office for the fourth 
time promised if he was elected he 
would reduce government expenses 
25 per cent, reduce commissions and 
balance the budget — well you know 
what has happened since. 

That year I took my wife to the 
polls in Long Beach, Calif., (by the 
way her first vote, for she always 
believed a woman's place in those 
days was in the home for it was then 
said the safety of the nation de- 
pended upon the home. That was 
before we heard of the New Deal). 
My wife naturally went with me and 
we both cast our vote for F. D. R. 
I feel now like a minister in a cer- 
tain church in Long Beach, Calif., 
who I am told, made a confession to 
his congregation saying he had vot- 
ed twice for the same man but never 
again. I lived in Long Beach, Calif., 
for 15 years and if I could operate a 
typewriter I would like to send you 
some articles about what went on 
there under the New Deal program. 

Now in Washington they are 
playing politics again, fighting to 
put Henry Wallace in the office of 
Secretary of Commerce, "oh my." 
While in Long Beach, I met a gentle- 
man from Iowa who told me Henry 
got his reputation from his father 
who was editor and publisher of the 
Wallace Farmer, a farm journal that 
had a very wide circulation in Iowa. 
He was a Republican, so you see here 
is where a nice piece of political 
strategy was played. 

Henry Wallace was made Secreta- 
ry of Agriculture. People who read 
know what he did, viz.: killed 
the pigs, plowed under the wheat and 
cotton and what not. Well here is 
where the little fellow got it in 
the neck. I have a small farm back 
in Illinois, where my tenant that 
year wa.- fined $45 for having grown 
(i^a acres more wheat than his allot- 
ment, though he never signed up with 
the program. He only had less than 
400 bu. of wheat, so in order that he 
could sell some I sent Trim a check 
for $50. 

He then sold his wheat and paid 
the rent. 

I would not say anything that 
might hurt any man's reputation but 
I am like Mr. Cunningham a writer 
for the Boston Traveler, who calls 
Henry a capital gazer. I think he is 
right. 

I traveled through the south when 



that program was in operation and 
I saw how the southern cotton grow- 
ers were handling the proposition; 
instead of plowing up every second 
row they reached and included some 
of the nonproductive land in their re- 
port and the money they received for 
not growing cotton on this scourge 
they bought fertilizer and spread it 
on the good cotton land and grew 
a bigger crop than ever. 

See how it worked down south! 

If Henry Wallace had been free to 
deal as he saw fit and wanted his 
name to go down in history as a 
great humanitarian, why did he not 
suggest to the President and Con- 
gress to let him send the hundred 
million bushels of surplus wheat we 
had on hand to the 50 million starv- 
ing Chinese then and take their 
I. O U.'s and recommend that we 
stop sending scrap iron and oil to 
Japan to help the Japs kill off our 
potential customers after the war was 
over and which they are using now 
to kill American boys over there in 
the South Pacific. Am I right? I 
farmed for almost 50 years in Illin- 
ois. I have hundreds of ribbons and 
pictures with me and I am confident 
I can tell Mr. Wallace many things 
about the hardships about farming 
he may not know, 

I read the Star every week and 
if you care to come to see me some- 
time would be pleased to see you and 
tell you some interesting facts about 
farming and the New Deal. 

In conclusion will tell you I was 
member of the Illinois State Board 
of Agriculture in 1903 and 1904, but 
was not a candidate for re-election; 
rather I went back to making exhib- 
its where there was more money to 
be made. 

In 1910 I was called to Springfield 
Illinois to take charge of the Agri- 
cultural Department again. In 1892 
I was awarded first prize for best 
bushel of corn grown in the State of 
Illinois. If you see fit to publish any 
part of this long letter I would be 
pleased to see it in print, until then 
as the saying is "so long" and thank 
you.

E. Hanlci of 
Bridfre street, writes about some hot 
action he- -aw at Bastogne in Belgium 
when the Jerrys made their two big 
drives on Christmas and New Year's 
Day. At neither time did the Nazis 
get where they started for but ac- 
cording to "Steamer", former Win- 
chester and New Hampshire Univei- 
aity football star they put on quite 
a show. 

The most exciting thing Major 
Hanion has seen in the war thus far 
took place in the Bastogne fighting 
when a German tank which had brok- 
en through American forces near 
where his men were in action, was 
attacked by a U. S. Tank Destroyer. 

As the big Nazi tank lumbered 
ahead the destroyer suddenly emerg- 
ed from its place of concealment and 
headed right toward in.- German.

Climaxing a series of meetings that 
have been held since last October by 
delegates representing most of the 
various church men's organizations 
of Winchester or committees from 
churches having no established men's 
clubs, there has been formed a cen- 
tral Council comprised of three dele- 
gates from each of the participating 
groups.

Other present member groups em- 
brace the men of the Parish of the 
Immaculate Conception Church, the 
Unitarian Men's Club, the men's so- 
ciety of the First Baptist Church, the 
men's service committee of the 
Church of the Epiphany, the Sherman 
Dodge Men's Club of the Crawford Me- 
morial Methodist Church, and the 
men of the New Hope Baptist Church. 

It is the hope of those responsible 
for the formation of the new Council 
that all Winchester churches may- 
soon be participants, as it is desired 
to have the Assembly a fully repre- 
sentative body. The intent is to en- 
able the Council to deliberate upon 
any matter that is of broad interest 
to the entire community or important 
to its general welfare provided it is 
not political or partisan in character. 
The Council will make its reports and 
recommendations to the member 
clubs or to special meetings of the As- 
sembly and is so constituted that the 
danger of controversial issues aris- 
ing has been reduced to a minimum.

Professor Borden and Mrv Greene 
Re- Elected a* School Committee 
Provides Only Content 

Slightly less than 22 per cent of the 
town's 8.799 voters: was sufficiently in- 
terested to go to the polls for the an- 
tual March election on Monday, 1889 
easting- votes on a ballot which 
throughout its length showed only a 
contest for School Committee, aside 
from that for town meeting members 
in Precinct 2. 

The contest for School Committer 
was hardly close, Professor Neil H. 
Borden and Christine E. Greene, can- 
didates for re-election, having com- 
fortable margins over the new candi- 
date, Kathryn P. Sullivan. Mrs. Sulli- 
van polled only 568 votes as, opposed 
to Professor Borden's 1 4X'i ami Mr?. 
Greene's 1374. 

Town Clerk Mabel W. Stinson. as 
usual, led the ballot with 1695 votes, 
Chandler W. Symmes, running for re- 
election to the Board of Health being 
second with 1658. The Police did .well 
in the "sticker" voting. Chief Rogers 
getting a vote for moderator, Archi- 
bald O'Connell getting a vote for Se- 
lectman, Mary A. Haggerty, Police 
clerk, getting a vote for Assessor, 
John J, Murray, one for Collector of 
Taxes, Edward F. Howler, one for 
Cemetery Commissioner; and Henry 
P. Dempsey, one for town treasurer. 

Betides, these extra votes, Jim Cul- 
len got a vote for Selectman as did 
Royal P. Teele, well known head of 
the Palmer Beach Horseshoe Associa- 
tion, Mr. Teele's total being two. Fran 
C. Rogers got votes for Board of 
Health and Cemetery Commissioner, 
Chris Powers, one for Constable and 
Helen Walters got a vote for Town 
Treasurer. 

There was little for the election of- 
ficiate to do during the day, the 
heaviest vote coming in the late af- 
ternoon and early evening. At times 
there would be a hall full of officials 
caring for two or three voters. The 
vote was all tabulated at 9.10. Only 
145 voted m Precinct 6, Precinct 3 
having the largest number vote cast, 
461. There were four absent voter 
ballots cast.

Robert Henry Sullivan of 2S1 Wash- 
ington street, a barber in Winchester 
for more than half a century and for- 
mer town election official, died early 
Monday morning, March 5 at the 
Massachusetts Genera! Hospital after 
several weeks' illness. Known famil- 
iarly as "Bob" Sullivan, he numbered 
through the years hundred* of Win- 
chester men and their sons and grand- 
sons among the patrons of his shop 
on Shore road. 

Mr. Sullivan was the son of John 
Christopher and Mary (Donahue) 
Sullivan. He was born Sept. 24, 
1875. in Winchester and spent his 
entire life in town, receiving his edu- 
cation in the public schools and going 
from high school into the barber shop 
in Lyceum Building where he was 
associated with his brother, J. Chris- 
topher Sullivan, Jr., until the latter's 
death on March 22. 1928, L&tterly 
he had carried on the business him- 
self, his barbering span covering 
more than 68 years. 

"Sullivan's Barber Shop" was al- 
ways a headquarters for political and 
sporting gossip, "Bob" being an ar- 
dent sports enthusiast as well as an 
astute political foreca.-ter whos» 
judgment of local political trends 
was often sought by candidates and 
voters. High school and college ath- 
letes for years had their hair cut 
at Sullivan's where it was always 
easy to start any sort of sports dis- 
cussion. 

For nearly 37 years Mr. Sulhvan 
was an election official and a famil- 
iar figure at the polls at the town 
hall. He first served at the State 
Election Nov. fj, 19W>, continuing un- 
til early in February of 194:'. when 
he resigned. For many years, be- 
fore the town was divided into pre- 
cincts, he served as a ballot clerk and 
many a new voter had his name first 
announced as such in Winchester by 
"Bob" Sullivan. 

When town meetings were open to 
al! voters Mr. Sullivan's wide ac- 
quaintance with resident^ of the com- 
munity was of value to the town in 
preventing non-voters from slipping 
into seats on the floor of the town 
hail to vote on controversial matters. 
Seldom was he wrong in his decision. 

When the town adopted the limit- 
ed town meeting Mr. Sullivan became 
warden in Precinct 1. holding that 
post until he moved into Precinct 2. 
He then became on officer in that 
precinct, continuing until he resigned. 
His knowledge of town politics went 
back to the days of the old caucuses, 
ai d he could tell interesting stories 
of by-gone political battles, well sea- 
«*-d rith the humor for which he 
was well known. 

Mr. Sullivan grew up in the family 
home on Cedar street. Later he lived 
on Holland street and for more than 
20 years at hi* last address on Wash- 
ington street. He was a member of 
St. Mary's Holy Name Society and 
a former member of both the Elks 
and Knights of Columbus. 

Mr. Sullivan was twice married. 
On Oct.. 5, 1902) he married Margaret 
Theresa O'Brien, who died July 18. 
1922. On Oct. 4. l'Ki.'.. he married 
Laura Leroy King, who survives, with 
two daughters. Miss Margaret F. 
Sullivan of Winchester and Mrs. Rich- 
ard Cooper of Medford; three sons, 
John A., of Hartford. Conn.. Pvt. 
Robert C. stationed at Camp Croft, 
S. C, and William A. Sullivan of this 
town. There are also three grand- 
children. 

The funeral was held Thursday 
morning from the Lane Funeral Home 
with solemn requiem high mass at 
St. Mary's Church. 

Rev Fr. Francis J, Sullivan was 
celebrant, Rev. Fr. Goorg F. Wiseman 
was deacon and Rev. Fr. J. Joseph 
Kierce, subdeacon Interment was in 
the family lot in Calvary Cemetery, 
the committal prayers being read by 
Fr.

"If the outside world takes this as 
a sign of encouragement it is because 
it realizes that in backing Roosevelt 
the American people is endorsing his 
policy of international co-operation and 
his liberal ideas of post-war construc- 
tion. British opinion in these last 
months has been much like Ameri- 
can. Looking back on the years since 
1918, it felt nervous and uneasy at 
the prospect of American affairs be- 
ing at the mercy of a divided party 
whose conversion to internationalism 
was recent and in which the advo- 
cates of an unco-operative and ag- 
gressive nationalism were powerful. 
It is important that we should realize 
that the Americans, in some respects 
the most politically conservative of 
the democracies, have been ready to 
consent to something like a constitu- 
tional revolution to make this view 
prevail.

To the Editor of the Star: 

The most controversial matter be- 
fore the representative town meeting 
is whether the policy of the trustees 
->f the library to make the library the 
• ivic and cultural center of the town 
shall be continued. Over HO00 voters 
have no part in determining this is- 
sue, which is determined by the 234 
members of the representative town 
meeting, but the citizens should 
nevertheless be informed of it. Dur- 
ing the last two years there has been 
an average of 260 meetings at the li- 
brary of civic and cultural organiza- 
tions, with an average yearly attend- 
ance of about 16,000 persons. The add- 
ed cost of such meetings i- not over 
$600 a year. 

The Finance Committee, which is 
composed of able and conscientious 
citizens, questions whether this serv- 
ice is the proper function of a library. 
Fnless the Town Meeting disapproves 
of this policy the trustees will contin- 
ue it. 

Another question before the Town 
Meeting is the salary of the librarian. 
The Finance Committee recommends 
12800, we ask for ?:!<M'n. Our poli< y 
of endeavoring to make the library 
the civic and cultural center of the 
town was determined when we moved 
into the new building. The librarian 
has carried out this policy with ability 
and enthusiasm, and the results ex- 
ceed our expectations, She has not 
only a, reputation of outstanding abil- 
ity in our town, but she has a state 
wnle and even n national reputation.

The As.-ociation voted Feb 19, 
1889, to offer the library containing 
1000 volumes to the Town as the 
nucleus of a public town library up- 
on certain conditions. At the an- 
nual town meeting March 28, 1859, 
the Town voted to accept the offer 
on the conditions specified. A board 
of trustees was chosen in March 1859 
Consisting of three gentlemen who 
immediately caused the books to be 
examined, arranged in proper order, 
catalogued and under proper restric- 
tions thrown open to the us t . of the 
residents of the Town. An appropri- 
ation of $_'i>o was made for expenses. 

The amount expended upon the li- 
brary since its establishment in 1869 
to ikho was 110,469.24, 

Prior to the erection of the Town 
Hall in IHH7 the Library was located 
in the second story of the brick 
building on Main street adjacent to 
the center owned by Richardson and 
Tyler. In recent years, the building 
was called the "Cannon Ball " It 
was recently demolished to make 
room for the First National Store. 
For several years prior to 188" 
1 this useful institution occupied rooms 
; on the second floor of the Brown and 
j Stanton Block adjacent to the Ma- 
sonic rooms above Hevev's Drug' 
Store. 

The new quarters in the town hall 
were far larger and better arranged 
and the library remained in the 
rooms for 44 years. 
Finally in 1930 the Town appro* 
! priated $175,000 for the erection of 
I a Public Library. The building cost 
8173,000, 128,000 more than the Town 
Hall cost and $2000 under the appo- 
priatioti. We saved $:>i>iii). 

Let us return the $2000 that the li- 
brary folks saved in 1930 to the li- 
brary trustees who need the money 
in 1945 to maintain the handsome 
structure of cut stone that is located 
on Washington street opposite the 
home of the late General Corse of 
Civil War fame, former Postmaster 
of Boston It is between the Wed- 
leigh and High Schools, adjacent to 
the Junior High School and Town 
Hall, overlooking the soldier's mon- 
ument, the beautiful Unitarian 

Church, the Mysti. Valley Parkway. 
Manchester Field and the site of the 
first house erected in what is now 
called Winchester — namely the 
con Edward Converse house.

Continuing Mr. Redding gave fig- 
ures in support of his contention that 
Winchester's per capita contribution to 
the library is tops among communi- 
lleg comparable to this town and that 
the librarian's salary i s rather 
better than that paid in many other 
places. He felt the town might well 
examine the Trustees program and 
see how much further it cared to go 
in the direction in which the library 
has bean progressing. 

Mr. Sargent spoke for the Trus- 
tees and gave a most exhaustive out- 
line of the library's activities and 
growth since occupying the new- 
building, with especial emphasis laid 
upon the present librarian's activity 
in the field of public relations. He 
said the Trustees had established a 
professional standard for library em- 
ployees and also cited figures to show 
the large increase of residents at- 
tracted to the library under the pre-- 
ent regime. He asked the meeting 
to support the Trustees in their pro- 
gram and felt if the town is paying 
the present librarian more than the 
money paid in other communities it 
is getting full value for its money. 
He admitted that the Trustees are 
trying to make the Library a civic 
and cultural center and believed the 
building and it< facilities best adapt 
ed of any in Winchester for that pui- 
pose. 

The applause that greeted Mr. Sar 
gent should have indicated to anyone 
that the Library case was won, but 
other speakers asked to bp heard, in 
eluded beirfg Mr. Craughwell, Mr. 

Rowe, Mr. Borggaard, Mr. Ayer, Mr.

The Finance Committee's amend- 
ment to the original motion, seeking 
to reduce the Trustees' figures Was 
lost on n voice vote that probably 
would not have been anywhere near 
as close as it sounded if it had not 
been for the length of the debate.

Whit- 
man introduced a resolution provid- 
ing that the building be open to all 
such organizations as the Library- 
Trustees approve and under such con- 
ditions as they shall make. There 
was some opposition to this resolu- 
tion, but it went through, after which 
Mr. Redding asked that a committee 
of three be appointed by the Moder- 
ator to consider the use of the facil- 
ities of town buildings and to work 
out a uniform system of regulations 
so that the present conflict of policy 
may be to some extent at least ob- 
viated. This was carried without de- 
bate. 

Aside from the Library item the on- 
ly other debate of any account occur- 
red under Article 14, asking $13,000 
for the improvement, maintenance and 
purchase of equipment for the new 
town dump north of Swanton street 
substantially in the location of the 
old Puffer factory. 

Mr. Gleason. chairman of the spe- 
cial town dump committee, explained 
that the money asked was to pur- 
chase a bulldozer and wire fencing, 
adding that under the new sanitary 
fill system the refuse dumped each 
day is covered with fresh earth eli- 
minating odor, smoke and rats.

HIGH SCHOOL TEACHER-COACH 
DECORATED 

Maj Edward A. Bartlett. USA AF, 
Winchester High Schol teacher-coach, 
on leave for the duration, has been 
awarded the Bronze Star and Cita- 
tion for meritorious achievement in 
direct support of combat operations 
1 during the period from March to De- 
' comber, 11*44. Maj. Bartlett, who 
taught commerical subjects while at 
Winchester High and coached basket- 
ball as well as assisting in football, 
is serving as group intelligent of- 
ficer at headquarters of the 449th 
Bombardment Group somewhere in 
the European Theater. The following 
narrative from the Army authorities 
would indicate that "Bait" is doing 
quite a job for the air wing of Un- 
Sam's Army: 
In the months of March, April and 
May of 1944, Maj. Bartlett by his re- 
markable organizational ability and 
skill created an efficient and smoothly 
functioning combat intelligence sec- 
tion. Working under the constant 
stress and pressure of providng com- 
bat crews with all the absolutely es- 
sential information regarding their 
targets. Major Bartlett solved this 
complex problem in an outstanding 
manner.

Under 
his direct supervision the presenta- 
tion of essential intelligene to combat 
crews prior to a mission has reached 
LocateUi :1 ni ^ n Peak of perfection. Because of 
the ease of visualizing the actual tar- 
get from the material presented by 
Maj. Bartlett. combat crews can be- 
come more thoroughly acquainted 
with the target before an actual mis- 
sion. By reason of his ability in dis- 
seminating intelligence to flying per- 
sonnel, this group has successfully 
participated in the destruction of 
Steyr, Wiener. Neustadt, Bucharest. 
Schwechat and a multitude of other 
important targets. 

With the commencement of the in- 
tensive operations of June to Decem- 
ber, Maj. Bartlett again revealed ex- 
ceptional ability and aggressive lead- 
ership in devising methods to facili- 
tate the successful identification of 
the target. As a result of the inten- 
sive training and preparation for 
striking at the Ploesti oil fields which 
he fostered this group achieved out- 
standing results against the Concordia 
Vega and other vitally important re- 
finery instllations.

Harold DeCourcy of 138 Washing- 
ton street is now chief of the Fire De- 
partment at the Bedford Air Base hi 
Bedford, having been promoted from 
deputy chiefs a post he has held for 
some time. 

Chief DeCourcy comes by his fire- 
fighting proclivities naturally enough, 
his father, David H. DeCourcy, now 
retired, having been for many years 
chief of the Winchester Fire Depart- 
ment and being a former president of 
the New England Fire Chiefs' Asso- 
ciation. 

His son has always been an enthu- 
siastic "spark" and before going to 
Bedford was engaged in the sale of 
fire fighting equipment. He does not 
plan to give up this business which 
he is still continuing on a part-time 
basis. 



Mr. Hewis sought to amend the mo- 
tion mder the article, asking that 
actioi upon it be postponed for a 
year.

ash disposal who believe the present 
dump is good for two or more years, 
and read a signed statement from the | 
Town Engineer in which he express- 
ed the same opinion. She felt that the 
Town Engineer should know more 
about such matters than either the 
Board of Health or members of the 
Dump Committee and asked the meet- 
ing to postpone action until the hoys 
could get home from war. feeling that 
nothing should be done to harm a 
neighborhood in which many of tnem 
make their homes. 

She reminded the meeting of the 
Symmes Park Water Tower, in the 
removal of which the people of the 
Highlands, unaffected by the ap- 
pearance of thje tower, supported 
those in whose neighborhood it stood, j 
She now asked those people to sup- 
port the residents of the Highlands 
by postponing action upon the dump 
until the boys in service could get 
home and state their views. She stat- 
; ed that she had been informed on good 
[ authority that a bull-dozer can not 
j be purchased, nor can wire fence, and 
she was very cold to the statement 
that rats would not be found around 
any dump. 

Mr. Craughwell spike against lo- 
cating the dump in the new location, !

PAINTINGS BY MILDRED C. 
JONES 



The Winc hester Art Association has 
another pood show at th e library art 
gallery this month in a group of oil 
paintings by Mildred C. Jones. The 
larger studies are for the most part 
portraits and flowers, hut there are 
also several smaller pictures of the I 
sketch type which are full of humor. 

Of chief local interest among the 
portraits is that of Mr. Edward Wait, | 
an architect who for many years made I 
his home in Winchester, first on 
Symmes road and later on Lawson [ 
road extension in the Fellsdale section 
which he was instrumental in devel- 
oping. Mr. Wait is shown in an infor- 
mal pose with smoke curling from 
the pipe he is holding in his mouth 
and a quizzical half-smile on his face, 
his eyes looking out from behind gold- 
rimmed spectatacles. 

An interesting character study is 
the portrait of "Pickle" SUva, a seat- 
ed bald-headed, dark avised man of 
the laboring type, in a dark maroon 
jerkin with a bright green cap on one 
knee and a strong hand clasping the 
handle of nn axe. 

Three charming portraits of chil- 
dren are those of Judy, and of Gail 
and Joyce Beverly. Judy is a sober 
little brown-eyed lady, not at all sure 
she likes having her portrait done and 
steaded stiffly in a chair with a doll 
clasped firmly in her arms. 

Gai] Beverly is much surer of her- 
self and is an unusual appearing wide 
awake, blue-eyed, dark-haired young- 
ster with bung* and a suspicion of a 
red bow in her hair. Joyce Beverly is 
a wholly natural perkish little dam- 
sel with a quirkful smile, whose wide 
brown eyes look right at you with 
frank enquiring good humor. Clad in 
overalls and orangy red shirtwaist, 
Joyce too is holding a doll, but one 
does not get the idea that she is do- 
ing so for moral support. She is 
quite able to get along on her own 
is Joyce, and her portrait is one of 
most engaging yet shown at the lo- 



cal gallery. In fact in all three of 
these child studies the artist has cap- 
tured the individuality of her subject 
in remarkable degree. 

Especially outstanding is the por- 
trait of "Miirni" Hodgkins, an elderly 
lady, erect and spare, with white hair 
severely drawn back, and strong 
cleanly cut features. She is clad in a 
dark gown trimmed with white at the 
neck and bosom and there is both 
strength and a quiet dignity in the 
pose she has naturally assumed while 
doing a bit of sewing. 

There is strength and directness 
painted into the portrait of Lt. Ralph 
M. Speck, a head-and-shoulders study!" 1 , 11 
of ay oung aviator which leaves one 1 
with the impression that this young- 
ster knows what he is up against and 
has the courage to meet the test. 
Capt, Fred Martin is a portrait of a 
more mature Air Force officer seated 
stiffly erect with a trench coat over I 
his arm. 

The portrait of Betty is that of en- 
gaging young woman, full of life and 
youth, wearing a white shirtwaist and 
dark skirt, her arms crossed upon the 
back of the chair in which she is seat- 
ed. Mr. Thompson is a well painted 
conventional portrait of a middle- 
aged man. seated with an open book 
on his knee and a society key gleam- 
ing on his watch-chain. 

There are many well-done studies 
in the show, and one that combines 
a vase of chrysanthemums with a 
ukelele. open music-book and phono- 
graph records on a dark -colored table- 
top. Another unusual still life is that 
of a live lobster, laying in its wrap- 
ping paper beside a basket, with two 
tall green bottles, presumably of beer. 

The small oil sketches include

FREED IN PHILIPPINES 

Mrs. Andrew P. Cornwall of Fen- 
wick road has been notified that her 
brother. Mr. Irvine: Edwards, and his 
son, Hamilton, 17, were among the 
civilians liberated from Santa Tomas 
University in Manila when MacArth- 
ur entered the Philippine Capitol 
Feb. 4.

BLOOD FOR THE ARMED 
FORCES 



An additional five million pints of 
blood for the Armed Forces in 1945 
have been requested from the Ameri- 
can Red Cross Donor Service by the 
Army and Navy Surgeons General. 
This means that the procurement of 
blood by the Red Cross from volun- 
teer donors must continue at the 1944 
rate of 100,000 a week if our fight- 
ing men are to be kept properly sup- 
plied. 

In 1944, there were procured 5,371,- 
664 pints which was collected entire- 
ly through the 31 blood centers and 
43 mobile units now operated by the 
Red Cross. 

Boston had assigned to it the third 
largest quota in the country and 
stood third among the Nation's ten 
leading centers in percentage of quo- 
ta obtained. 

Winchester's quota for 1944 was 
4000 pints, whereas only 1068 pints 
were donated. This does not include 
those Winchester citizens, who, as do- 
nors, may not have registered in the 
local office. 

All those interested in this most 
important work appreciate the loyal- 
ty of those who have given in the 
past and hope that they and many 
others will rally to the support of 
those who are fighting for us at the 
front.

Major Hanlon Now Lt. ( ol 



Maj. John I). Hanlon, who received 
the following citation with a Silver 
Star medal for gallantry in action 
while fighting with the 101st Air- 
borne Division, is- now a Lt. Col. Son 
of Mr. and Mrs. John E. Hanlon of 
Bridge street, he has, besides the Sil- 
ver Star, the Bronze Star, the Presi- 
dential Citation with Star, the Pur- 
ple Heart Medal, the Corrtbat Infan- 
tryman's Badge, and the American 
Theater of Operations and the Eu- 
ropean Theater of Operations Ribbons 
His Silver Star Citation reads: 
"... for gallantry in action. On 
Dec. 26, '44 in the vicinity of Champs, 
Belgium, one of the companies of the 
battalion which he commanded was 
disposed around the outskirts of the 
village with the remainder of his bat- 
talion in a nearby town. An enemy 
regiment launched an attack with 
Champs the initial objective. The at- 
tack was preceded by an intense ar- 
tillery barrage with heavy artillery 
continuing in support of the attack. 
Maj. Hanlon, with complete disregard 
for his personal safety, moved 
through the heavy artillery and 
small arms fire in order to reach his 
company at Champs which had been 
••ngaged in hand-to-hand fighting. 
Quickly surveying the situation, he 
received word that tanks and infantry 
had broken through an adjacent unit 



holding the west flank and were head- 
ed for the rear and flank of his ad- 
vancing troops. Racing back through 
the village of Champs, which was now 
the scene of confused street fighting, 
he reached his advancing units in suf- 
ficient time to dispose part of them 
in support of the company in Champs. 
I Braving fire from the tanks and in- 
fantry, he reached the remainder of 
his troops and disposed them to meet 
the tank and infantry attack. Maj. 
Hanlon remained with the most for- 
ward units, until his battalion had 
knocked out six tanks and restored 
the lines to their original position."

"During the past year,, according 
to the official figures of the Bureau 
of Labor St uistics, there wer? 5608 
shutdowns in American factories, all 
of them ordered by management. 
Practically all of them were n fac- 
tories producing essential war mater- 
ials and in many instances the stop- 
page of producton seriously impaired 
the flow of needed goods to the vari- 
ous war fronts. During the =ame 
time labor did not call a single strike 
and in most instances made a sincere 
effort to bring the stoppage to an end 
and get on with turning out the need- 
ed goods. 

"All of the shutdowns, of course, 
were 'unauthorized.' Immediately af- 
ter Pearl Harbor management pledged 
to keep the wheels of indusfcry turn- 
ing, and it has lived up to this pledge 
in a wholehearted and determined 
manner, The shutdowns have all 
been local affairs over which the na- 
tional Management leaders have had 
no control, and as they point out, the 
time lost has been only a fraction of 
one per cent of the number of hours 
the factories have sta\ed on the job. 

"The immediate causes of the shut- 
downs have varied widely. (Remem- 
ber this is all sheer fiction, that actu- 
ally there has: not been a single stop- 
page of this character.) Some of them 
were because labor insisted on adopt- 
No lesser a personage than Preel" in>r production methods which would 
dettt Roosevelt himself is to explain increase efficiency and cut costs, and 
the shortage in food today. It ought quite understandably management has 
to be good. Perhaps he will loosen 
up and give tis some explanations of 
the thousand and one other things 
which ate continually perplexing the 
nation.

By all odds the most important 
single cause of the shutdowns, how- 
evt r, was the insistence of manage- 
ment on more profits. As manager 
ment has presented the picture, labor 
has been cashing in on the war at an 
incredible rate (figures on this are 
always given 'before taxes'), while 
management, because of the increased 
costs and one thing and another, has 
had a more and more difficult time 
making ends meet. As compared with 
August 1930, or when the war broke 
out in Europe, it is true (again re- 
member we are arguing purely by 
means of analogy) the rate of pi>- 
fits has increased over 60 per cent 
and the aggregate profits by almost 
100 per cent, but management insists 
that in spite Of this it has not been 
able to hold its own. 

"The government) of course, has 
done everything it could to prevent 
these stoppages. It has had a gen- 
eral policy of 'holding the line' and 
has insisted that under no circum- 
stances would it authorize an increase 
of profits of more than 15 per cent 
over those of January 1941. Never- 
theless, because of the continuous 
pressure from management, the gov- 
ernment had found it desirable to 
make concessions. Thus, it has grant- 
ed increases to allow for 'substandard 
profits,' 'gross inequities,' and more 
recently for a whole series of rea- 
son.- which are known as 'fringe 
cases.' 

"By these concessons it has been 
hoped that management would be 
satisfied and keep the factories work- 
ing. Rut in practice it has not work

Roles and Regulations of the Board of Health of Winchester, 
Massachusetts Relative to Diseases Dangerous 
to the Public Health 

The following rules and regulations, made under the provisions of Sec- 
\iom 31, Chapter 111, of the General Laws, shall supersede all rules and 
regulations heretofore adopted by the Board of Health of Winchester. Mass- 
achusetts, relative to diseases dangerous to the public health and the control 
thereof. 

Regulation t. Definitions. The following words and terms as used in 
theee regulations, unless a different meaning is required by the court is or 
specifically prescribed, shall have the following meanings: 

A. Householder. The head of a family or person in charge of a house 
as hereinafter defined. 

B. House. Any dwelling or place of human habitation including school 
dormitories, hospitals, asylums and institutions, whether public or private, 
lock-ups and jails. 

C. Carrier. A person who, without symptoms of a disease dangerous to 
the public health, harbors and may disseminate the specific microorganisms 
of that disease. 

I). Contact. Any person known to have been sufficiently near an infected 
terson or animal to have been presumably exposed to transfer of infectious 
imperial directly, or by articles freshly soiled with such material.

E. Placard. Kn official notice, written or printed, posted as a warning 
of the presence of a disease dangerous to the public health on the premises 
or in the apartment or room so placarded. 

F. Quarantine. The restrictions to the premises, house or apartment of 

materials and persons that presumably have been exposed to a disease dan- 
gerous to the public health. 

G. Isolation. The restriction that no person in any house as defined here- 
in or any certain portion thereof subjected thereto by the Board of Health, 
shall leave such house and that no person except physicians, nurses, and cler- 
gymen in attendance upon such person therein and authorized health officers 
shall enter such house, and that no person shall remove or aid in removing 
any person or any articles therefrom, unless and until permitted by the Board 
of Health. 

Regulation 2 — Reporting Contagious Disease. A householder who knows 
that a person in his family or house is sick of smallpox, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever or any other infectious or contagious disease declared by the Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Health, dangerous to the public health, shall forth- 
with give notice thereof to the Board of Health, and without delay report 
in writing to the Board of Health, stating the name, age and sex of the 
person so afflicted, the name and nature of the disease, the time when 
the person was taken sick, the exact location of the house and room 
occupied bv the sick person and from whom milk and cream consumed by the 
sick person were obtained. Any physician who knows that any person 
whom he. attends is sick as aforesaid shall also give such notice and make 
such report. If the attending physician shjill promptly give the notice in 
writing herebv required, the householder may be excused therefrom. Blank 
forms for this purpose will be furnished by the Board of Health and their 
use is desired but the failure to obtain them shall not excuse householder 
or physician from complying with this regulation. 

Regulation S. Reporting of illness suspected of being due to consumption 
of food. Every phvsician and every superintendent or other person in charge 
of any school, hospital, institution, dispensary, laboratory, labor camp or 
other camp, who shall have knowledge of the occurrence of a number or group 
of cases of illness 'relieved to have been due to the consumption of food, shall 
report the same immediately, by telephone or telegram, to the Board ot 
Health. 

Regulation 4. Control of carriers. No person found to be harboring 

typhoid, paratyphoid, dysentery or other pathogenic intestinal organisms 
may engage in a food-handling capacity until it is demonstrated to the sat- 
isfaction of the Board of Health that the said person no longer harbors the 
organism. 

Regulation .">. Removal of Quarantine Notice. No person shall without 
the permission of the Board of Health remove, obliterate or deface a pla- 
card which has been placed on premises in which there is a disease dangerous 
to the public health. In the event of the removal, obliteration or defacement 
of such placard, the householder shall immediately notify the Board of 
Health. 

Regulation 6. Isolation and quarantine requirements. The following 

shall be the minimum requirements for isolation and quarantine of disease* 
dangerous to the public health:

1. Definition of Adult: Any person who has reached his eighteenth 
birthday is considered to be an aduit, for purposes of these regulations. 

2. Schoolteachers, only as it applies to their school activities, shall be 
subjeet to the sam e restrictions as children. 

Food handlers and persons whose occupation brings them in contact 
with children have no restrictions if they live away from home. 

3. Food handlers living in a household where a case of typhoid, cholera, 
bacillary dysentery or paratyphoid fever exists shall be excluded from their 
occupation as long as they continue to live in the same house in which the 
case exists, and thereafter until freedom from infection, as judged by clini- 
cal and laboratory evidence, has been demonstrated to the satisfaction of 
the Board of Health. Food handlers living in a household with a recovered 
case which continues to excrete typhoid bacilli after convalescence shall be 
excluded from their occupations unless they have been inoculated with ty- 
phoid vaccine within two years. 

4. Contacts shall be quarantined until three weeks have elapsed from the 
date of last exposure unless immunized by a previous attack, by a recent suc- 
cessful vaccination, or showing the imune reaction. 

5. Patients who have lesions of primary or secondary syphilis on ex- 
posed parts of the body or in the mouth, and are employed in any occupation ; 
requiring regular, direct contact with other persons, such as barber, hairdress- . 
er, manicurist, waiter, waitress, nursemaid, domestic, etc., shall be reported 
by name, address and occupation, to the State Department of Public Health, 
Unless the physician will assume responsibility for seeing that the patient dis- 
continues such occupation until the lesions are healed. 

6. Patients with open tuberculosis should in most cases receive sana- 
torium treatment, both for the benefit of the individual and the protection of 
hia family. Those who remain in their homes shall observe all precautions 
necessary to prevent infection of the members of their families and of others 
with whom they may come in contact. This shall include approved methods 
of collection and disposal of the sputum, the sterilisation of any articles of 
clothing and of toilet articles which may become contaminated by the sputum, j 
the use of separate dishes and eating utensils and proper sterilization of the 1 
same. The patient should sleep m a separate room. For details concerning pre- 
cautions in home care a pamphlet of the Massachusetts Department of Pub- 
lic Health entitled "Home Care of Tuberculosis Patients" can be secured from 
that Department. 

As soon as a diagnosis of tuberculosis has been established, arrange- 
ments should be made for the examination, including an X-ray of the chest, 



of all members of the immediate family and of other persons whom tht pa- 
tient has been in close contact. If the family cannot afford X-ray examination 
by a private physician, facilities are available through the various state 
county and municipal sanatoria. Persons with suspicious findings and those 
who have had contact with a tuberculous patient should be kept under medi- 
cal observation as long as advised by the physician. It is the responsibility 
of the Board of Health to provide hospital care for cases of tuberculosis, when 
needed, and to see that contacts are examined where such examinations have 
not been made through a private physician. 

When a case is reported the public health nurse representing the Board 
of Health will visit the patient's home. She will instruct the family in the 
sanitary precautions described above, see that arrangements are made for 
the examination of contacts and if necessary* provide tranportation to the 
place where they are to be X-rayed, and will aid the patient in obtaining ad- 
mission to a sanatorium if this has been recommended by his physician. 

Thereafter, the nurse will make visits to the home at least once in six 
months to determine whether the patient has moved, whether the above-men- 
tioned precautions are still being observed, and whether any new measures 
are needed to control the spread of the disease. If the patient has changed 
his residence, the patient, the attending physician if there be one, or the 
householder where the patient resides, shall notify the Board of Health. 

In cases where the physician wishes to exercise complete supervision, the 
nurse should obtain such information from him. 

The only acceptable reasons for the Board of Health not exercising the 
supervision outlined above are: refusal of the family physician to permit 
periodic visits by the nurse; or placing of the patient's name on an "inactive 
list" as a result of examination including X-ray. 

No person who has or has had tubercle bacilli in the sputum or other bod- 
ily discharges shall be allowed to engage in teaching, nursing, dairying, or 
occupations involving food handling or the care of children until he haa re- 
ceived a certificate from the Board of Health stating that his employment 
would not be dangerous to the public health. 

7. Persons living in a family in which a case of tuberculosis exists or 
has existed within two years, and whose occupations involve food handling 
or contact with children, shall be required to have an X-ray of the chest to 
determine whether they shall be allowed to continue in such occupations. 

8. All of the above diseases except five should be reported to the Board 
of Health. The five exceptions < chancroid, gonorrhea, granuloma inguinale, 
lymphogranuloma venereum and syphilis i should be reported directly to the 
state department of public health on special forms, provided upon request.

NICHOLS SUCCESSFUL IN 
PYGRT FOR ANNUAL 
4UDITS 



Tax Collector Nathaniel M. Nich- 
ols, who for the past six or sever. 
year 1 ' has been fighting to lower the 
rate.- charged by bonding companies 
for bonding Massachusetts collectors 
and treasurers, has finally gotten 
through the General Court legisla- 
tion providing for annual audits of 
Massachusetts municipalities to be- 
come effective six months after the 
close of the war. Governor Maurice 
Tobin signed the bill enacting the law 
on Feb. 14 and March 26 wrote Collec- 
tor Nichols a letter commending his 
efforts in behalf of the bill and con- 
irratulating him upon its passage. 

Collector Nichols, who has some 
19 bills before the Legislature this 
year, appeared several times in behalf 
of the audits bill. He also took up 
the matter of lower rates for col- 
lectors' and treasurers' bonds with the 
Towner Rating Bureau which fixes 
the rate* for the entire United States. 
So effectively did he present his ar- 
gument that he has already succeeded 
in getting the Massachusetts rate for 
collectors' bonds cut by 50 per cent 
and has also had the treasurers' bonds 
reduced. He expects that the insti- 
tution of annual municipal audits will 
further reduce the new low rate. 

In his effons to lower these bond- 
ing rates Collector Nichols has hud 
the approval and encouragement of 
former Governor Saltonstall and oth- 
er State officials. Ir. Winchester his 
efforts hav> already lowered the cost 
of bonding the collector and treasurer 
some $350.

DECIDES UNIONS IMMUNE 



Montgomery Ward and Company 
cannot recover $1 06, 200 which it 
claimed as damages in a lawsuit di- 
rected against labor unions and lead- 
er" thereof, as a result of interfer- 
ence with production schedules in the 
union plants doing its work, high Il- 
linois courts have decided. Failure on 
the part of the plaintiff to induce the 
Supreme Court of Illinois to review 
decisions of two lower courts settled 
the issues involved. The Supreme 
Court refused to review the case on 

Jan, 12. 

The case hark- back to November 
and December, 1942, at which time all 
labor unions connected with the print- 
ing trades in Chicago issued "stop or- 
ders'' on all work being done in union 
plant 6 for customer- of U. R. Don- 
nelley and Sons Company. The War 
Labor Hoard interposed and required 
unions to resume production of Don- 
nelley work. Later, Montgomery 
Ward and Company, only one of th • 
many customtrs and the printers 
which sustained financial losses as. 
:i consequence of the "stop" orders of 
the unions, filed suit for damage in 
amount of $105,200 and named unions 
and their leaders as defendants. 

The Superior Court in Chicago pass- 
ed the ease to the Appellate Court, 
which ruled that labor unions cannot 
be sued for damages, and that "sec- 
ondary boycotts" were legal. It al- 
-o ruled that that the Montgomery 
Ward and Company, in its capacity 
as a customer, was not a party to 
the labor agreement between the 
union printers in whose shops the 
work was stopped, and all the labor 
anions which issued the stop orders. 
Since the Supreme Court has declined 
to review the case, the decisions of 
the Appellate Court are final.— [In- 
land Printer

Tsit Chan of Dartmouth College, on- 
of thf leading authorities on China 
and its problems.- asserted that the 
role to be played by the United States 
in the Far East of tomorrow- will be 
the keystone to the maintenance of 
peace and the development of the 
economic wealth of all Asia. Deplorine 
the old spheres of influence idea M 
the thing that kept Chin i in a political 
and economic vacuum. Or. Chan -aid 
that our policy of treating China a- 
entitled to equal consideration and a 
partner in the new world order for 
peace will cement Chinese friendship 
for Ameiica for all time. 

Dr Chan was the guest speaker at 
the March supper m»eting ot the 
Mens Club of the Unitarian Church 
Before addressing the Club he made 
a brief call at the home of Lewis 
Parkhurst to whom he paid his re 
spects a« a distinguished alumnus and 
trustee of Dartmouth College. Daring 
his speech to the Men's Club. Dr 
Chan stated that after teven years of 
war's disruption of Its- normal life 
there is great scarcity of all goods and 
prices ot all necessities are extreme 
citing that an egg costs from fifteen 
to twenty-four dollars Chinese cur 
rency He felt that there is a broad 

basis at present for compromising the 
differences between the viewpoints of 
the Nationalists and the Communists 
which will help to overcome internal 
disunity. The Chinese people as 
Whole arc solidly behind Chiang Kai 
Sh-k as their leader, he stated, but 
are demanding that he relinquish one 
party rule and reform his government 
After the war. Dr Chan predicted a 
vast expansion of China's output of 
silk and tea and that she will be a 
huge buyer of Ameri an technical 
machinery and other products fie 
industrialization He said thousands 
of Chinese are now training in Amerl- j 
can fac tories and universities and will 
return to China to start this indu- j 
trialization program 

On the subject of Japan. Dr. Chan 
emphatically asserted his belief that | 
tiie American people take the Japan j 
ese Emperor too seriously The Jap j 
anese people, he declared, regard th' ! 
Emperor as sacred, but not divine and , 
mces with I that few are going to resist to the | 
death when they realize the hopeless- I 
ness of their cause The Emperor j 
mast be held responsible to some ex 
tent for the war and therefore should 
be tried and punished, the same as j 
Hitler and other war guilty.
